Al"    The  Cardinal  Frledrich  Ous- 
Uv  Piffle,  Archbishop   of  Vienna, 
died  aarty  today  after  an  apoplectic 
stroke.  Ha  was  sixty-aeven  years  old. 

Oardtnal  Piffle  waa  ffM  of  the 
foremost  eccleeiastieal  dlgnltariea  of 
Austria  and  an  ardent  promotat  of 
church  ma'-!r  In  which  WIO  paf^ 
tlrularlv  intere.-^ted. 

He  wa.-.  born  at  Landskron  on 
October  15,  18(i4,  the  .son  of  a  sta- 
tioner and  b<x>k.sellcr. 

Emperor  Francis  Joseph,  as  apos- 
tolic emperor,  appointed  him  Arch- 
Udiop  of  Vienna  at  the  conclusion 
of  the  Kucharistlc  Congreaa  in  that 
dty  on  April  1.  ItlS.  A  y«ar  later, 
on  May  25.  1914,  the  arehMahop  was 
elevated  by  Poi>e  Benediot  XV  to 
the  rank  of  cardinal. 

He  ofBciated  at  the  funeral  of 
Emperor  Pranci.s  Joseph  m  191t!.  and 
wa.s  active  In  behalf  of  nlief  for 
Au.strians  after  the  war.  Ufc  attended 
he  Euchartattc  Congrasi  tn 
in  1936.

The  matter  of  having  a  commis- 
sioner appointed  under  the  recent 
amaadment  to  the  Municipal  Act, 
also  came  up  for  discussion,  but  It 
was  pohited  out  that  a  commis- 
sioner would  have  the  power  to  eat 
any  mUl  rate  he  wished,  and  would 
undoubtedly  not  take  the  wishes  of 
the  ratepayers  into  consideration.

Oovrrnment  In  Ita  latest  budget 
had  been  able  U>  reduce  taxation  It  would  liave 
bMn  unique  aaoBff  adn^ixtrations  of  the  pres- 
nit  day  It  Is  ns  n  t>. alter  of  fact,  within  a 
iinali  mid  lavorcd  caUgory  In  being  able  to 
show  a  surplua  on  the  year's  financial  operations. 
Thi.s  finrphisjs  t  7?)«  noo,  and  It  was  made  pos- 
sible by  Uie  legisittLiuu  arising  out  of  the  emer- 
gencjt  badgH  of  Uwt  September.  It  was  too 
murh  to  f  vport  that  the  general  tariff  now  In 
operaliou  would  have  led  to  tajcatlon  reductions. 
Thai  tariff  only  came  into  effect  on  March  1 
and  thp  nov  rnrrifnt  has  by  no  means  had  any- 
thing like  a  decent  opportunity  of  noting  its 
•ffeeU.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  any  tariff  changes 
must  be  given  several  months'  trial  before  it  is 
poaalble  to  estimate  the  amount  which  they  will 
produce  In  revenue. 

The  outstanding  feature  of  the  British  Bud- 
get, apart  from  the  surplus  which  It  shows,  is 
th*  iMt  that  pracUcaUy  no  new  taxation  of 
any  moment  Is  Imposed.  That  is  a  point  wbloh 
deserves  strong  emphasis,  as  it  stands  out  bi 
«neh  contradistinction  to  the  policies  followed 
by  mcst  of  the  other  governments  within  the 
iilmplre.  Britain  has  steadied  her  whole  finan- 
titl  HrrtliT^  In  a  remarkable  manner.  The 
economlp.s  nho  put  into  effect  have  been  more 
sweeping  than  those  adopted  anywhere  else.  Her 
]>Mpla  have  submitted  more  cheerfully  than  any 
others  to  the  sacrifices  they  have  been  called 
up<m  to  sustain.  Never  since  pre-war  years 
haa  fba  oatloolc  betn  betttr,  and  the  fact  that 
Britain  Is  not  carried  away  on  a  wave  of  opti- 
mism because  of  what  the  National  Oovemment 
has  aoMmpUshed  on  her  behalf  is  shown  in  the 
ultra-conservative  nature  of  the  budget  brought 
down  by  Mr.  Neville  Chamberlain. 

Mr.  duuHlWlain  says:  "The  road  to  financial 
stability  is  not  only  hard  and  narrow,  but  long 
and  stony.  We  have  far  to  go  before  we  can 
•mscft  Into  easier  ways.  Hard  work,  strict 
economy,  unfailing  patience  —  these  are  the 
qualities  required  of  us.  With  them  we  shall 
nol  fafl."  The  ChanceUor  of  the  Exchequer 
has  epitomised  the  spirit  of  Britain  In  his  budget 
speech.  He  knows  the  country  is  prepared  to 
eontinue  to  maka  sacrifices  until  she  regains  in 
full  measure  the  financial  position  which  she 
formerly  occupied  In  the  world.  Her  progress 
towaMla  that  end  lus  bsan  aitoondfticly  rapid. 
The  latest  budget  alone  will  go  a  long  way  to- 
wards restoring  full  International  confidence  In 
tlM  IiendaB>  money  market.  That  confidence 
win  be  further  enhanced  by  the  obvious  de- 
termination of  Britain  to  leave  ifothlng  to 
ehanet.  In  ottM^  words,  the  present  rate  of 
taxation,  which  made  for  a  balanced  budget.  Is 
being  maintained  until  sucli  time  as  trade  in- 
ciMMt  tod  •MmMMb  oeDdltloos  grow  Uim  tM9 
w«fM«f«.

When  a  sweepstakes  bill  waa  introduced  in 
the  BrttUh  House  of  OonniMMs  Its  first  reading 

was  pasiid  by  a  majority  of  .53.  In  view  of 
the  fact  however,  that,  less  tiian  hail  qX  the 
membership  of  the  House  was  present  the  Na- 
tional Government  does  not  fori  justified  In 
Uklng  up  the  bill  as  an  official  measure.  The 
matter  Is  by  no  m#ans  dead.  The  extent  to 
which  Irish  Sweepstake  ticket  .s  havr  been  sold 
in  Britain,  and  in  defiance  of  the  law,  lUusUates 
that  anU-SwcepsUke  legislation,  like  Prohibition 
In  the  United  States,  Is  not  popular  and  Is  more 
honored  in  the  breach  than  In  the  obfsnrance. 

The  chief  proponent  of  the  Sweepstakes  Bill 
In  the  British  Parliament  Is  Sir  William  Davi- 
son. He  says  the  totallsator  is  now  a  national 
institution  approved  by  Parliament,  and  •lat  the 
telegraph  and  telephone  .srrvlce.s  derive  a  lar^e 
part  of  their  income  by  transmi^t^g  betting 
news.  Mbreorer.  he  says  that  there  to  scarcely  a 
church  or  chapel  bazaar  in  the  country  thr.t 
does  not  have  its  little  raffle,  while  newq)apers 
of  all  parties  are  continually  promoting  thinly 
disguised  lotteries.  Sir  William  says  the  British 
Museum  was  started  by  means  of  a  lottery,  that 
Old  Westminster  Bridge  was  erected  out  of  the 
proceeds  of  such  a  gamble,  that  in  Germany. 
Spain.  Czechoslovakia,  Austria,  Switzerland,  Pol- 
and. Ireland  and  elsewhere  there  are  stfite  lot- 
teries regularly  held.

HISTORY  OF  THE  SUBMARINE 
Sir.— In  your  issue  of  The  Colo- 
nist, of  Apnl  17,  under  the  heading 
of  "Ooliik:  Down  In  the  Sea  in  Sub- 
maruit  v  a  somewhat  mcomplete 
history  of  these  craft  is  given  by 
J.  B.  Donnelly,  in  wbUh  he  states 
that  "the  development  of  the  sub- 
martae  fmm  IHO  to  1006  was 
chiefly  due  to  the  ftench."  I  con- 
sider this  enthcly  taoorrect.  The 
British  Iwl  quite  a.s  much  to  do 
with  the  development  of  the  sub- 
riiajiiip  as  any  other  nation. 

About  1882  Rev.  Charles  Gar- 
iRit  invented  and  had  constructed 
at  Birkenhead  (Sngland)  a  sub- 
marme  pcepslled  by  a  steam  engme. 
Mr.  Jiordenfeldt  (a  floaadinavian 
of  gun  fame)  also  experimented 
with  steam -propelled  submarines 
several  years  later.  But  this  form 
of  propulsion  was  irat  suited  for 
submarine  navigation.  In  1886  the 
"Waddlnpton"  submarine  Porpoise 
was  built  at  Birkenhead.  This 
craft  was  the  first  submarine 
ever  to  be  propelled  by  electrical 
power,  and  was  aMe  to  stem  the 
tide  tn  the  River  Mersey.  Ttie  pa- 
tent for  this  craft  also  set  forth 
aad  included  the  use  of  the  pert- 
scope. 

But  It  was  the  advent  of  the  in- 
ternal combustion  motor  for  sur- 
face navigation.  In  conjunction  with 
electrical  prc^Milslon  when  sub- 
merged that  made  the  submarine 
the  effective  craft  that  it  became 
in  the  Oreat  War.

DIET 

During  the  war  various  methods 
were  used  to  preeerve  food,  to  pre- 
vent wastefU  habits  of  the  people, 
and  to  teach  the  nations  just  what 
foods  made  the  best  all  round  diet. 

Although  foodstuffs  are  not  scarce. 
a.s  during  the  war,  the  amount  of 
unemployment  lias  made  It  difficult 
for  some  famlUea  to  get  the  right 
kinds  of  food  to  hoop  up  theh- 
strength. 

Accordingly  the  children's  bureau 
of  the  United  .states  Department  of 
Labor  and  Home  Economics,  with 
the  advice  of  three  outstanding  food 
and  nutrition  experts.  Professor  B.  V, 
McCollum,  Johns  Hopkins;  1*  B. 
Mendel.  Yale,  and  H.  C.  Sherman. 
Columbia,  have  prepared  as  leaflet 
which  should  be  very  hsIpCUl  to 
parents  and  children. 

Thi.s  leaflet  (xilnts  out  tJiat  pro- 
longed underfeeding  may  be  more 
.seriou.s  than  some  of  the  outstand- 
ing diseases  sucli  as  rickets  and 
.scurvy.  It  in.si.st.%  on  the  importance 
of  "protective'  foods,  particularly 
In  childhood;  hence  the  advice  Is 
for  every  child  every  day  at  least 
one  pint  of  milk,  two  teaspoonlMto 
of  cod  Uvsr  oU  (If  he  to  lees  than 
two  years  old),  one  vegetable  or 
flnilt,  and  plenty  of  bread,  cereals 
and  other  energy  and  bodybuilding 
foods.

31,  1822,  a  salary  or  remtmeratlon 
either  directly  or  Indirectly  from 
any  firm  dealing  in  goods  relattog 
to  the  playing  of  the  game;  (d) 
pbiyed  for  a  money  prtae  in  any 
competition. 

"The  acceptance  without  payment 
of  golf  baMs.  clubs  or  golf  merchan- 
dise will  render  a  player  ineligible 
to  compete  in  the  amateiu-  cham- 
pionship," another  clause  says.
